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Telephone Equipment Workers' Union Strike Starts Slowly 


Talks Continue 
As Deadline For 
Big Walkout Near 


NEW YORK, 
April 
24 — UP)— 


Telephone equipment workers went 
out on strike from coast to coast 
today, but public phone service -was 
not Immediately 
affected. 


Division 6 of the CIO Commu- 
nication Workers of America pre- 
dicted all its -10,000 members In 
the Bell System would be off the 
Job by nightfall in 43 states and 
.the District of Columbia. 
The 
walkout was slow In starting, the 
union said, because of the time 
tone factor. 
Western Electric Co., target of 
the strike, reported 5,000 out at 11 
n m (EST) but said it had not 
heard from the Rocky Mountain or 
West Coast states. 


Meanwhile, company and union 
spokesmen continued negotiations 
with a federal mediator. 


As the time zone moved west and 
word was spread to outlying areas, 
the strike tok root. No picket lines 
were reported, however, so the 230- 
000 other Bell System employes 
west to work, assuring continued 
telephone service. 


The strike was against the West- 
ern Electric Co., manufacturing 
and equipment subsidiary of the 
Bell System's parent corporation, 
the American Telephone and Tel-

telephone tieup was postponed, 
though not -eliminated, when the 
union said It would not picket be- 
fore President Truman's wage 
strike truce ends at midnight 
Tuesday. The union Is striking 
over a matter It claims ta not 
covered by the truce.

_<=?!?)—Three more posslgle clues to 
the'fate of the missing U. S. Navy 
patrol -plane—another raft, a ra- 
sllo call sign gook and a lettered 
pie"ce of wood—were found float- 
ing in the Baltic over the weekend. 
The radio book and the unpaint- 


ed piece of wood stamped 
with 
black lettering in English 
were 
found Sunday on a Baltic Island 
beach just off the southeast coast 
of Sweden. The raft was picked up 
by fishermen Saturday. 
Swedish 
officials, said all 
of 
these possibly belong to the plane 
which the United States says was 
shot down with its crew pf ten by 
Russian fighters over the 
Baltic 
two weeks ago. A Swedish coast 
guard official said the raft "looked 
as if it had been hit by bullets." . 
The clues, plus another raft pick- 
ed up by a British freighter last 
week, all were found 
near 
the 
Swedish coast and some 200 miles 
away from the Latvian coast where 
the« Russians claim their fighters 
returned the fire of' an American 
bomber which had flown 
over 
their territory on an "espionage" 
mission. 
The punctured raft was turned 
over to American authorities for 
further investigation. The

book and the pice of wood were to 
be turned over today. 


FRANKFURT. Germany, April 


24—UP)—U. S.' Air Force officials 
said today two life rafts found in 
the Baltic sea and believed to be

Home Building 
Creating Demand 
For Other Goods 


WASHINGTON, 
April 
24.—(ff>)— 
The government reported today that 
record-breaking home building ac- 
tivity is creating demand for other 
products. 


The Bureau of Labor statistics 
said that this is not only boosting 
employment in the construction in- 
dustry but also "is creating second- 
ary demand in furniture, household 
appliances, television, building ma- 
terials, and a host of related, in- 
dustries." 


Tnis is buoying the employment 
situation in those industries. 
The bureau's comments accom- 
panied a report saying that indus- 
trial and commercial 
employment 
increased by 636,000 between mid- 
February and mid-March. 


Half of the increase resulted from 
settlement of the coal strike, but 
the "gain reflected a continued im- 
provement in the.nation's employ- 
ment that first became evident at 
the start of the year," the bureau 
said. 


Industrial and commercial em- 
ployment in March was 42,323,000, 
about 600,000 less than in March a 
year ago. While Marsh showed an 
employment gain, it is still behind 
last year.

after he had earlier given his name 
as Charles Ross of Bay City, Tex- 
as. 


Schuh, shot five times, died in 


his office before help could reach 
him. 
Gifford was selrsd by an as- 


sociate of Echuh'.- in the anteroom 
of the law office. Police found a 
revolver on Gifford's person. 


Schuh's father, who heads the 


father-son law firm, said Gifford 
'iad called on his son around 
\prll 20. At that time Gifford 
'iad told Schuh's secretary that 
he wanted to discuss a "person- 
al matter" with the lawyer. 
He returned again this morning, 


the father told police, and the 
shooting occurred shortly after he 
entered the office. 
AEC Building At 
Berkeley Razed 
By Night Blaze 


BERKELEY, Calif., April 24.— 


Off)—Fire,, accompanied by a series 
of minor explosions; destroyed the 
Atomic Energy ""Commission's Ad- 
ministration building here Sunday 
night. 
AEC officials declined to an- 
swer such questions as (1) wheth- 
er any irreplacable scientific data 
was lost, (2) what the building 
contained, or (3) how great was 
the loss in dollar values. 
Brilliant flames shot high from 
the two-story frame building, at- 
tracting thousands—including scien- 
tists intent on saving notes on ex- 
periments. 
At least one scientist 
was barred from entering because 
of the danger. 
Quickly posted security guards 


prevented 
anyone 
entering 
the 
AEC-cyclotron area, which is en- 
closed by a high, electrified fance. 
The University of California's giant 
$9,000,000 cyclotron, in a concrete 
building 100 yards away, was not 
damaged. 
AEC officials gave out no news 


whatsoever. 
However, one com- 


mented "it was an intense fire with 
tremendous heat and many sparks 
and conceivably could have set off 
a catastrophic fire." 
One of the security guards said 
the AEC building housed a "maze 
of apparatus." A fireman report- 
ed he saw drafting tables, a lab- 
oratory and a big vault. 
•The FBI joined the AEC in an 


immediate search for the cause of 
the fire. 
The flames were controlled in 45 


minutes, but burned several hours. 


No one was working in the biuld- 


ing when the fire started at 10:45 
p. m. (1:45 a. m. EST.) 
Britain Proposes 
That U. S. Assume 
More Of Debts 


WASHINGTON, April 24.—UP)— 
The British government has pro- 
posed the United States take over 
a big share of Britain's economic 
burden in 
India, 
Pakistan 
and 


Southeast Asia. 
Officials disclosed today the Brit- 
ish embassy has put forward this 
idea in an "exploratory" proposal 
now under consideration by high 
administration 
officials. 
The British plan would call for 


the United States to pay off in 
dollars to such countries as India 
and Pakistan part of Britain's 
$9,000,000,000 wartime 
debt 
to 
sterling bloc nations. 
The main idea behind the sug- 


gested program is to help non- 
Communist countries in Asia fight 
off Communism while at the same 
time ease the huge debt which is 
jeopardizing Britain's comeback. 
The British memorandum stems 


from last fall's American-British- 
Canadian dollar crisis talks. 
At 
that time, it was decided to exam- 
ine the sterling debt and other eco- 
nomic problems to determine what 
steps could be taken. 
The United States long 
has 
been urging Britain to get its 
creditors to agree to scale down 
these debts. But the countries 
like India which need financial 
aid have resisted this. 
Informed officials said the Brit- 


ish paper is the first concrete pro- 
posal of what might be done even 
though it is highly tentative and 
intended mainly for discussion.

Catholic Priest 
Refuses To Take 
Oath As Bishop 


VIENNA, Austria. April 24—UP) 


—A Roman Catholic Priest cried 
he 
was "unworthy" Sunday 
and 


abruptly walked out on church ser- 
vices at which he was to be elevat- 
ed to the rank of Bishop. 


Thousands of spectators, Includ- 
ing 
Austrian Chancellor (Pre- 


mier) Leopold Figl, gasped 
as 
Msgr. Franz 
Jaehym 
stopped 
short before the altar of famed 
St. Stephen's Church and declin- 
ed to take the oath. 
Already dressed in the robes of 
a bishop, the 40-year-old priest told 
Theodor Cardinal Innltzer he felt 
himself unworthy for the high of- 
fice. As bewildered church 
offi- 


cials tried to persuade him to re- 
voke the decision, Msgr. Jaehym 
strode from the church without fur- 
ther explanation. 


Cardinal Innitzer, head of 
the 


Roman Catholic Church In 
Aus- 
tria, commented after the service 
he was at an "absolute loss for an 
explanation 
of 
Dr. 
Jachym's 
strange behavior." 
Other church officials, however 
recalled Msgr. Jachym's pale ap- 
nearanee and were Inclined to at- 
tribute his action to overwrought 
nerves. Msgr. Karl Dorr, pastor 
if the St. Stephen's, said "we are 
just to honor the decision of n 
brave and humble con°clencc." 
Msgr. Dorr recalled that Saint 
Ambroslus and Saint Gregor had 
resisted the appointment as bish- 
ops of the church because of their 
humility and added: 
"This office, especially in 
the 


present time, burdens the one who 
holds it with a responsibility that 
at the decisive moment Dr. Jaehym 
did not consider himself up to the 
task. Nobody but the Lord knows 
what is happening in a person's 
soul at such a moment."

House Approves 
Expansion Of Vft 
Hospital Program 


WASHINGTON, April 24—</P)— 


The house today voted a $279,000,- 
000 expansion of the 
Veterans' 


Hospital program. It passed and 
sent to the senate, by voice vote, 
a bill directing the Veterans' Ad- 
ministration to proceed with con- 
struction of 24 new hospitals and 
expansion of 14 others. 


In effect, this restores m 16,- 


000-bed cut In tho hospital pro- 
gram which President Truman 
%ad ordered in 1948. 


There was only an hour of de- 


bate, during which Rep. Davis (R- 
Wisc) called the bill a "political 
gesture" and predicted that Tru- 
man would veto it. 


Chairman Rankin 
(D-Miss) of 


the Veterans Affairs committee, 
author of the bill, denied that the 
bill was "a political measure" and 
said it was Intended to help needy 
veterans. 


The bill does not appropriate 


any money for the work. It mere- 
ly directs VA to go ahead on the 
projects. 
Separate 
legislation 


providing tho money will be re- 
quired later. 
Nobody asked for 
a 
roll-call 


vote on which the members would 
have been required to go on rec- 
ord. 


Before passing the bill, the house 


amended it to require VA to make 
a survey of abandoned army and 
navy hospitals to see if they could 
be used for veterans.

Supreme Court 
Reverses Dallas 
Negro Conviction 


WASHINGTON, April

The Supreme Court today threw 
out the murder conviction and death 
sentence of a Texas negro who com- 
plained that only white men were 
on the grand Jury which indicted 
him. 
The negro, Lee Cassell, was con- 


victed of crushing the skull of a 
sleeping watchman with- a piece of 
pipe in order to rob a store in 
Dallas. 
The Supreme Court by a 7-1 vote 


found there had been discrimin- 
ation against negroes in the selec- 
tion of grand juries and thus held 
the indictment against Cassell can- 
not stand. 
The court did not bar a new in- 


dictment so Texas can present the 
case to a new grand jury if it 
wishes.

Suspension or Disbarment ot Lawyers 
Proposed When Guilty of Contempt 


WASHINGTON. April 24— 


Sollcltor General Philip B. Perl- 
man suggested today that disbar- 
ment or suspension from practice 
might be a fit penalty for lawyers 
found guilty of contempt in 
the 


federal courts. 
Perlman discussed the idea in an 
address prepared for the 1950 con- 
vention of the Federal Bar Asso- 
ciation. As solicitor general, Perl- 
man is the No. 2 man in the jus- 
tier" department. 
He rfentloned no names. How- 
ever, his su^restion followed re- 
cent contempt citations against 
defense attorneys In the 
Harry 
Bridges case at San Francisco 
and in the trial of Communist 
party leaders in New York City. 
Bridges was convicted of lying 
when he said he was never a Com- 
munist. The 11 party leaders were 
found guilty of conspiracy to advo- 
cate the forcible overthrow of the 
Ilni'cd Str'rn 
-overnnent. 


"V.'e have been ur'dmi the pas- 


sage of legislation." Perlman said, 
"authorizing the Supreme Court to 
adopt a code of ethirs applicable 
to lawyers engaged in litigation in 
all of the federal courts.

:n a speech here Saturday night to 
:he American Society of Newspa- 
per Editors. There cannot even be 
in approach to an east-west agree- 
ment, he said, "unless one idea Is 
done away with and that is the 
'dea of aggression." 
He defined aggression as mean- 
Ing "not only military attack but 
propaganda warfare and the se- 
cret undermining of free coun- 
tries from within." 
Acheson's speech was the latest 


of a series by him which adds up 
:o a campaign to get the American 
leople to join in a total effort to 
win the cold war. He said such a 
vast undertaking requires econo- 
mic and political action on a world 
scale and the developme-nt of the 
de.'anses of the free world "wisely 
and prudently." 
But above all, he said, it requir- 
es that the American people demon- 
strate that their odn "faith in free- 
dom Is a, burning and a fighting 
faith." 
"We are children of freedom," he 
said. "We cannot be safe except in 
an environment of freedom." 
At the same time, he declared, 
we a.'t faced with a challenge and 
a threat to the very basis of our 
civilization and to the very safety 
if the free world, the only kind of 
vorld in which that civilization can 
exist." 
In trying to wreck western civi- 
lization the Russians have sever- 
al objectives, Acheson said. He 
declared that one Is to "confuse 
and divide" the American people 
so that they can resist neither 


Communist threats in other parts 
of the world nor Communist In- 
filtration in this country. 
He said another objective Is "to 


pick off members of the free com- 
munity of nations one by one." 
"The men In the Kremlin have 
another clear' objective," Acheson 
continued, "and that is to change 
the balance of productive power 
in the world. At present, that bal- 
ance is very strongly against them, 
but that would not be so If they 
could get control In western Euro- 
pe and in Japan." 
In discussing the objectives of 
the United States in the cold war, 
Acheson told the editors that "we 
do not propose to subvert the So- 
viet Union." 
"We shall not attempt to un- 
dermine Soviet independence," he 
said. "And we arc just as deter- 
mined that Communism Khali not 
by honk or crook or trickery un- 
dermine our country or any oth- 
er free country that desires to 
maintain its freedom. That real 
and present threat of aggression 
stands In the way of every at- 
tempt at understanding with the 
Soviet Union x x x. 
"If, as, and when that idea of 
aggression, by one means or anoth- 
er, can be ruled out of our 
rela- 
tions with the Soviet Union, then 
the greatest 
single obstacle 
to 
agreement will be out of the way. 
As the results of our actions be- 
come clear and the free world be- 
comes stronger, it will, I believe, 
become progressively easier to get 
agreements with the Soviet Union."

WASHINGTON, April 34—Iff)— 


The fight over 
keeping 
federal 
rent controls starts today in con- 
gress. 
The present law ends June 30 un- 
less congress votes before then to 
continue it. 
President 
Truman 
wants 
the 
present law kept as is for at least 
another year, until June 30. 1951. 
He told congress so in a message 
Friday. 
But real estate people can be ex- 
pected to make a strong pitch for 
wining the controls off tho books. 
The answer—a law or no law — 
won't be known for weeks, until 
senate and house vote on It. 
First come hearings by the bank- 
ing committees of the senate 
and 
house where both sides can state 
their case. 
The senate hearings start today. 
The house hearings open May S. 


After tho hearings the two com- 
mittees can make one of several 
recommendations to the full sen- 
ate and house: 
Keep the present law unchanged 
for another year or longer: keep 
some kind of law. different from 
this: or wipe out all government 
controls. 
If congress removed 
controls, 
then it will be up to the states 
and cities to set up their own con- 
trols, if they want any. 
The president's Idea can be sta- 
ted simply: He doesn't want gov- 
ernment controls lifted suddenly; 
he says he wants them lifted grad- 
ually, as provided in the present 
law. Why gradually? 
Because, he hays, the demand for 
housing is still greater than 
the 
supply. He says he wants controls 
kept until supply meets demand. 
Here are some of the main fea- 
tures of the present law: 
1. The government's housing ex 
pediter, in charge of controls, can 
sue a landlord for treble damages 
if he violates the law. (Previously, 
the tenant had to sue, tho govern- 
ment couldn't. 
2. The housing expediter has 
control over evictions. A landlord 
who wants to oust a tenant must 
get the 
expediter's okay 
first, 
(previously, the lan'dlord could go 
to his local court to get approval 
for 
throwing out a tenant; 
the 
housing expediter had no say.) 
3. The housing expediter 
can 
force a landlord to show his books 
to prove he had the expenses 
he 
claims when asking permission to 
raise rents. (Previously, the land- 
lord didn't have 
to 
show 
his 


books.) 
4. Landlords can get permission 
to raise rents if they are not earn- 
ing a fair net operating income. 11 
they've made improvements, and 
so on. (There have been 5,000,000 
rent increases since rent controls 
were first established in 1942.) 
5. The expediter must end gov- 
ernment controls whenever a state 
wants to do its own controlling, or 
when the legislature votes to end 
controls in that state, or when 
city or town votes to be de-con- 
trolled. 
6. The expediter can also de— 
trol by himself whenever he de- 
cides there's enough housing to 
meet the demand in any commu- 
nity, or when tho local rent av- 
vlsory hoard, made up of volun- 
teer citizens, advises decontrol. 
In the past year the expediter 
has decontrolled 532 areas. About 
249 cities, towns and villages have 
voted controls off themselves. 
Wisconsin took over its own con- 
trols 
last August. The State of 
New York will do its own controll- 
ing job, starting May 1. 
The state legislature of Alaba- 
ma, Virginia. Nebraska and Texas 
have voted an end to government 
controls in their states. And— 
Utah and Arizona were de-con- 
trolled in the past year by joint ac- 
tion of the expediter and the cities 
In those states. 
That leaves 40 states still under 
federal controls, in whole or 
in 
part.. About 8,000,000 dwelling un- 
its will still be under control by 
June 30 when the present law is 
due to die. 
The control peak was reached in 


1946 
when 16.000,000 dwelling un- 
its were under the government's 
say-so. ,
